
PCTC Accomplishment Report 


01 - 31 JULY 2017 


The Philippine Center on Transnational Crime (PCTC) was established by virtue of 
Executive Order No. 62 to formulate and implement a concerted program of action of all 
law enforcement, intelligence and other government agencies for the prevention and 
control of large-scale crimes, such as drug trafficking, money laundering, arms smuggling, 
trafficking in persons, intellectual property rights violations, piracy on the high-seas and 
armed robbery on ships (PARAS), cyber-crime and terrorism. 

The PCTC undertakes the following functions: 

■ to establish a shared central database on all transnational crimes; 

■ to supervise and control the conduct of all anti-transnational crime operations of 
all government agencies and instrumentalities; 

■ to establish a central database on national as well as international legislation and 
jurisprudence on transnational crime; 

■ to establish a center for strategic research on the structure and dynamics of 
transnational organized crime; 

■ to design programs and projects aimed at enhancing national capacity- building 
in combating transnational crime; 

■ to explore and coordinate information exchanges and training local and foreign 
counterparts; 

■ to enlist the assistance of any department, bureau, office, agency, or 
instrumentality of the government, including the use of their respective 
personnel, facilities and resource, and 

■ to perform such functions and carry out such activities as may be directed by the 
President. 


I. OPERATIONS AGAINST TRANSNATIONAL ORGANIZED CRIMES 


Pursuant to its mandate, the following significant activities were accomplished based 
on its four-point Program of Action, namely; a). international cooperation b). capacity 
building c). information exchange and d). law enforcement and policy initiatives. 

A. DRUG TRAFFICKING: 

NCB MANILA ISSUED PURPLE NOTICE UNDER CONTROL NO. P-658/07-2017 A 
MODUS OPERANDI REGARDING SHABU WORTH PHP 11 MILLION HIDDEN 
INSIDE COCONUTS, CAUGHT WHILE BEING DELIVERED TO JAIL - On July 04, 
2017, NCB Manila published the said Purple Notice. On May 8, 2017, alert jail officers at the 
Dumaguete City District Jail in Dumaguete City, Negros Oriental in the Philippines managed 
to intercept four (4) large packets of SHABU, estimated to be worth PHP 11 million (around 
USD 218,000 at the current exchange rate), hidden inside young coconuts, to be made into 
fruit salad. These items were delivered for an inmate, who is incarcerated for drug charges. 
The unknown delivery men left the items without meeting the above mentioned inmate, but 
alert jail officers noticed that, of the thirty (30) fresh buko (young coconuts) delivered, six 
(6) looked altered and no longer fresh. Opening these coconuts revealed that these been 
drained of water and replaced by Shabu. 
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NCB MANILA ISSUED PURPLE NOTICE UNDER CONTROL NO. P-667/7-2017 A 
MODUS OPERANDI REGARDING CANDIES LACED WITH MARIJUANA. MIX THE 
DRUGS INTO CHOCOLATES OR GELATIN AND MAKE SMALL CANDIES OUT OF IT 

- On July 19, 2017, NCB Manila published the said Purple Notice. On July 8, 2017, 
personnel of Laguna police provincial office led by PSUPT Vicente Cabatingan arrested two 
(2) suspects for allegedly producing candies laced with marijuana. Suspects mix the drugs 
into chocolates or gelatin and make small candies out of it, a new way for dealers to 
conceal drugs. The suspects said they had learned how to spike candies with marijuana in 
YouTube. Police operatives arrested the first suspect from his apartment at Park Spring 
Subdivison in the village of San Antonio, San Pedro, Laguna. The police had discovered 
small room equipped with an oven, baking molds, glass and wooden pipes and marijuana 
seeds that served as "growing room". The raid on first suspect's apartment also led to the 
arrest of his accomplice, a computer engineering student at Malayan Colleges, Laguna, who 
acted as the "chemist" and sold the tainted candies to college students. The police had set 
up a buy-bust operation inside the school compound in Cabuyao City, Laguna in an 
exclusive subdivision in San Pedro town after an informer tipped them of the new modus. 



B. SECURITY: 


SECURITY MEASURES FOR ASEAN 2017 CEBU - From 
June 29 to July 9, 2017, PCTC-VFO conducted security 
measures during the ASEAN in Cebu. PCINSP Mark Gifter T 
Sucalit and SP02 Epifanio Gonzaga, Jr, were deployed at 
Multi-Agency Coordinating Center (MACC) at Cebu Port 
Authority. SPOl Mary Joylyn Grengia was deployed at RIFC 
OPCEN in NICA 7's office. Further, Ms. Even Lynn Gonzaga 
stayed in VFO office for the technical support. 



C. TRAFFICKING IN PERSONS: 

ANTI-TIP OPERATIONS IN MINDANAO: 

On 01-31 July 2017, the PCTC's Western Mindanao Field Office, in collaboration with 
the members of the Zamboanga Sea Based Anti-Trafficking Task Force (ZSBATTF) 
Department of Social Welfare and Development and the Visayan Forum Foundation, 
profiled/offloaded/received/and reported NONE rescued potential victims of human 
trafficking bound abroad. 

LAUNCHING OF THE ANTI-TRAFFICKING HELP DESK 
AT THE ZAMBOANGA AIRPORT - On July 25, 2017, 

PCTC-WMFO attended the opening and launching of the Anti- 
Trafficking Help Desk at the Zamboanga City International 
airport. The help desk shall be active every Sunday, Monday, 

Wednesday, and Friday during the departure and arrival to 
and from Tawi-Tawi. The program was held at the VIP 
lounge of CAAP. The said activity was spearheaded by the Civil Aviation Authority of the 
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Philippines (CAAP) in coordination with SBATTF-RIACAT partner agencies in Zamboanga 
Peninsula. In attendance were Head-of- offices and representatives of DSWD IX, DOLE9, 
DOJ, NBI WMRO, PCTC-WMFO, AVSEU9, CAAP, Admin ZCPO, WCPD ZCPO, PPA-R09, and 
ZIA PS. A simple program was held during the opening and launching of the help desk 
wherein CAA Manager 9 Mr Mohammad Naga S Rascal, DPA gave the welcome remarks.

NCB MANILA ISSUED RED NOTICE FOR 
RUMBAUA, KHRISTOPHER IAN CASTRO UNDER 
CONTROL NO. A6284/7-2017 A FUGITIVE 
WANTED FOR PROSECUTION - On July 5, 2017, 

NCB Manila published the said Red Notice. The subject 
person was charged with Acts of Lasciviousness (4 
counts), committing rape on minors, violating Article 
336 of the Revised Penal Code in rel. to Art. Ill Section 
5(B) of Republic Act 7610. The suspect escaped from 
the dragnet of law enforcement agencies and managed to slip out the country and 
was said to be residing at Bistari Condominium, Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia. 

NCB MANILA ISSUED RED NOTICE FOR HASSAN, 

MOHAMMAD NUR UNDER CONTROL NO. A-6845/7- 
2017 A FUGITIVE WANTED FOR PROSECUTION - 

On July 21, 2017, NCB Manila published the said Red 
Notice against the subject person who is charged with 
Murder (9 counts) and Frustrated Murder. He was involved 
in bombing incidents in Digos, Davao del Sur and 
Kidapawan City and was allegedly involved in two (2) IED 
bombings in Mlang. Also involved in Philbest Canning Corp 
bombing in Calumpang, General Santos City on January 30, 2008. He is also 
involved in the ff. cases: Murder/ Multiple Frustrated Murder, Multiple Frustrated 
Murder & Multiple Attempted Murder and Multiple Murder with Crimes involving 
Destruction. He has a reward in amount of Php 1,300,000.00 as per DNDDILG joint 
order no. 152012 dated Nov. 2, 2012. 

NCB MANILA ISSUED RED NOTICE FOR INDAMA, FURUDJI 
AMIRIN UNDER CONTROL NO. A-6844/7-2017 A 
FUGITIVE WANTED FOR PROSECUTION - On July 21, 2017, 

NCB Manila published Red Notice against the said subject who is 
charged with Murder (9 counts), violating Art. 248 of the Revised 
Penal Code of the Philippines (Murder). He is believed to be a 
member of the Abu Sayyaf Group - Sub-Commander Basilan. He 
and his group planned the bombing activity in Zamboanga City in 
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retaliation to the arrest of one of his members, Omaidi Salain on February 14, 2013. 
He was involved in several kidnapping activities from year 2006 to 2010 in Basilan of 
Filipino and foreign personalities. He is affiliated to Nurhassan Jamiri and Isnilon 
Hapilon. His cases are ongoing and have a reward of Php 6,300,000 as per DND- 
DILG joint no. 152012 dated Nov. 8, 2012. Subject person is still at large. 

NCB MANILA ISSUED RED NOTICE FOR HAPILON, 

ISNILON UNDER CONTROL NO. A-6842/7-2017 A 
FUGITIVE WANTED FOR PROSECUTION - On July 21, 2017, 

NCB Manila published Red Notice against the said subject who is 
charged with Murder (9 counts), and Kidnapping and Serious 
Illegal Detention, violating Art. 248 of the Revised Penal Code of 
the Philippines (Murder) and Art. 267(Kidnapping with Serious 
Illegal Detention) as amended by Art. 7659. Hapilon was indicted 
in the District of Columbia for his alleged involvement in terrorist 
acts against foreign nationals in and around the Philippines. Hapilon allegedly serve 
as deputy or second in command for the foreign terrorist organization, Abu Sayyaf 
Group (ASG). This organization of armed individuals allegedly took the foreign 
nationals hostage and committed violent acts against them to include murder. 
Among the major ASG atrocities involving HAPILON are the following: One (1) of the 
planners of the Ipil siege (Zamboanga) on 05 April 1995; Tumahubong kidnapping in 
2000; Golden Harvest kidnapping incident in Brgy Tairan, Lantawan in 1999; and the 
attack of the Dr. Jose Torres hosp. 


NCB MANILA ISSUED RED NOTICE FOR SAID, 

MOHAMMAD MACA-ANTAL UNDER CONTROL NO. A- 
6846/7-2017 A FUGITIVE WANTED FOR PROSECUTION - 

On July 21, 2017, NCB Manila published Red Notice against the 
said subject who is charged with Murder (9 counts), and 
Kidnapping and Serious Illegal Detention, violating Art. 248 of the 
Revised Penal Code of the Philippines (Murder) and Art. 

267(Kidnapping with Serious Illegal Detention) as amended by 
Art. 7659. MOHAMMAD SAID was charged for murder, 
kidnapping and serious illegal detention with ransom. Subject operates in Tanum, 
Sulu. These case are ongoing and have a reward of Php 600, 000 as per DNDDILG 
joint no. 152012 dated Nov. 8, 2012. Subject person is still at large.
